Tt is revenled in the fourth section of the
report of Auditor CGenernl Lewis' expert
accountants that the Treasurer of Alleghony
County drew checlks on one of Mpe, Dell’s
banks, the (arnegie Trust Company, and
pent them to the State Trensurer In payment
of taxes due: that the Srate Treasurer did
pot cash the checks at onee, but handed
them over to Mr, Bell and recelved In return
checks on the Colonial Trust Company
signed by Mr. Bell in blank.

The amount of the Allegheny County pay-
ments was carried on the books of the State
Treasurer as cash on hand, and It was
months before there was any record in the
books of any bank thus far disclosed that
the money had been deposited to the credit
of the State. The total smount involved In
these transactions is more than $1,200,000,
and the lurgest amount leld out of the

8 at any one time as “‘cash on hand"’
was a little in excess of £300,000, The
accountants xay that the State has lost
$11,000 In interest by these transactions,

Now comes Mr, Dell with the explanation
that Mr. Kephart told him in 1918 that he
wanted to weccumulate about S500,000 as
“a war emergency fund,” and that in order
to do it he would like to have Mr. Bell's
checks In exchange for the checks drawn
by the Allegheny County Treasurer. Mr.
Bell says that as he assumed that Mr. Kep-
Bart was acting within his official authority,
be did as he was requested,

But Mr, RBell does not explain why he

the checks in blank and trusted Mr.
Kephart to fill them out at such times and
for such sums as he thought best. 8o far
a8 I8 known, neither bank presidents nor
any one else ig in the habit of signing checks
and permitting other persons to fill them out
at their discretion and present them for
payment when they were ready to do it,

THE EXTREMELY TRYING FIX OF

Question of Whether He Should Retire
or Btay and Convince the Country
by Overcoming His Enemles
Is Hard to Decide

LMOST since Mr, Harding's inaugura-

tion day the Democratic guns have been
feeling relentlessly for a weak spot in the
Administration lines. The gunners belleve
they have found it at.last in the Attorney
General's office, and the rising uproar of
the attack holds a note of furious jubllation
rather than any promise of compromise or
pence,

1t i1s clear now that Mr, Daugherty took
a risk when he entered the Cabinet. Mr.
Harding took a greater one in appeinting
him Attorney General. For Daugberty had
a I'ast. A Past in natlonal politics is lkely
to be us troublesome to a man ns n Past may
be to a lady climbing wearlly for the higher
gocinl levels,

The Attorney General used to be a po=
litleal lawyer. That 18, he was a lawyer
who apparently did not hesitate to use his
politleal influence and friendships in behalf
of cllents. The type is familinr everywhere
in the United States, There are political
lawyers in the Senate, in the House and in
every important polltical machine, They
do, a& a matter of routine, much as Daugh-
erty did, But they seldom accept offices that
bring them into the glare of partisan search-
tights and into the direct line of fire of
enemy guns,

This newspnper had little enthusiasm for
Mr, Daugherty at the beginning of the Ad-
ministration. It had none at nll with the
furtive juggling through which the Attor-
ney General's office nttempted to intervene
in the cnsxe made out by Assistant United
States District Attorney Walnut against
former P’rohibition Direetor MeConnell

Properly, though, a Past, if it is no worse
than the average, ought not to be called up
against a man. But the Present matters
greatly, especinlly in relation to an indi-
vidual who holds the enormous power for
good or evil that lles In the office of the
Atterney General of the United States, It
«till remains to be seen whether Mr. Daugh-
erty carried the ethies of a political lawyer
to his newer office In Washington. An at-
tempt to use the powers of the Attorney
General for politieal purposes could result
only in a double-edged catastrophe. Ultl-
mately it would politically ruin those re-
sponsible for it. And, of course, it would
be terribly dameaging to the prestige of all
Federal law.

This, oddly enough, is what Mr, Daugh-
erty's assallants want him te do, The
Democrats are being alded by the Associated
P'owers of Darkness. DBecause the Attorney
General is yulnerable they are attempting to
gug and hobble him.

I1f the Senate had not ordered a wide-
spread investigation into reports and rumors
of war graft under the Democratic Adminis-
tration, if $300,000 had not been appro-
prianted for the use of the Attorney General
and the Department of Justice in this work,
there would have been no concentration of
fire upon an ordinary politiclan in an ex-
trnordinary place.

Only the other day Mr. Gilbert, telegraph-
ing to this newspaper from Washington,
declared that the post records of all men
who may have anything to do with the
preparation of the Government's case against
war grafters were being raked over hy secret
agents appointed to frighten or even dis-
grace them. A Cabinet member should have
been able to read such news with entire
equanimity. Daugherty evidently ecannot,

The DPresident’'s position, therefore, is ns
trying as that of nis Attorney Generanl. If
he sacrifices his friend and humilintes him,
he must do sn knowing that the forces to
which he surrenders ure even more sinister
than the forces typified by Daugherty, the
political lawyer,

Can the Atitorney General proceed with
a devastating expose which may Involve some
of his own most powerful friends? Has lLe
the strength and the temperament necessary
to so hard a task? Whether he advances
or digs in, he will be at a terrible disad-
vantage.

Of course, he could retire and do o patri-
otic service and turn the tables on bhis
enemies by making way for a man o able,
determined and ruthless that no grafter, no
blackmaller, no traltor and no thief of the
war period could ever hope to escape the
light of doy when hearvings ure begun to
identify and punish the men who ser nbout
systematienlly to rob the country at a thme
when the country was too busy fighting for
its life to keep wateh upon them, But will
Mr, Daugherty do {t?

STOP FOSTERING IGNORANCE

NE would think that the decision of the

Supreme Court on the Child-Labor Law
might liave informed the Senate of the difi-
culties In the way of constitutional legisla-
tlon by Congress on subjects reseérved to the
States,

Senator Lodge and other leaders, how-
ever, are now sald to be urging the Judiclary
Committee to report n Federal anti-lynehing
bill in spite of the fact that lynching Is a
form of murder, and murder within the
territory of the Stautes must be punished
according to State lnws, The bill {8 sought
“In order to keep the Negro vote in line"
for the fall elections.

It may be that the Senators nre aware of
the constitutionnl difficulties in the way of
a Federal anti-lynching law and that they
are deliberately planning to fool the Negro
voters., They might be engaged in a more
profitable occupation, an occupation less
menucing to the preservation of our Federal
system.

The Negroes and every one else who Is
seeking to have Congress invade the jurls-
diction of the States ought to ba told that
the powers of Congress are expressly defined
by the Constitution, und that the States
have delegated to it no power over child
labor or the labor of men or women or over
the punishment of crimes ngainst the person
or property, save within the territory under
the exclusive jurlsdiction of the Federal
Government.

THE NEW STEEL MERGER

HE Goverament inquiry into the plans

. for the merger of five large independent
steel-manufacturing companies is evidently
for the purpose of discovering whether there
Is any contemplated violatlon of the antl-
trust laws,

It wns understood when the Federal Trade
Commission was created that Itywould in-
‘form companies contemplatings a  merger
whether thelr plans could be carried out
within the law, but in practlce it has told
the companies that they would have to as-
sume all responsibility for what they did.

If the Attorney General, who {8 directing
the inguiry into the new steel merger, can
find a way to tell those interested whether
their plans are legul or not, he may estab-
lish a precedent which will relleve business
of the uncertuinties under which it has been
lahoring,

The undoubted purpose of the proposed
consolidation of independent steel com-
panies is to reduce the cost of operntion and
to Incrense profits, It will have plants in
various parts of the country and ity orders
will be executed in the plant ncarest the
point of delivery which 18 equipped to do
the work. This will reduce freight rates to
the point of consumption and will benefit the
consuming publie. This will be true, pro-
vided, of course, there {8 no secret under-
standing with the United States Steel Cor-
poration to keep prices up.

Without the Anti-Trust Law the con-
solidation could be made g0 complete ns to
include within it all the great steel-manu-
facturing plants in the country. It re-
mains to be seen whether the law permits
the organization of another Inrge steel cor-
poration to compete with the corporation
formed by the Iate J. P, Morgan through
the purchase of the Carnegie properties.

A FRENCH REVOLUTION

n temperature of 94 degrees in the shade,
the hottest in May for 116 years, is coinel-
dent with the announeement that the new
French Ministry of Heulth nnd Sociul Fores
slght is conducting n fresh-air campaign.
It is fortunate that its arguments are ad-
vanced at this meteorological crisis or some-
thing like a revoliition might be in prospeet,

French citizens are actunlly requested by
the Government to abandon the practice of
sleeping with the windows closed at night.
Who knows but that, under the new dis-
pensation, the windows of rallway enrringes
and street cars many eventunlly be made
movable, At present they will open, ax a
rule, partly on one side of the train, for no
Germun projectiles were ever so feared in
France as thut deadly novelty a *‘current
of alr."’

AS ONE WOMAN SEES IT

Comidg of the Sesqui-Centennial
May Melp the Hstablishment of
Proposed Central Sochool for
First-Year Nurses

By SARAH D. LOWRIE

Iwnm_ something concerning my find-

ings on the general subject of tralned
nurses and the tralning of nurses some
time ago in this column, and since then,
and use of what I had written, no
doubt, much ihformation from the nurs-
ln, profession has n sent me. The
l";"?“ﬁ“ that has s sent to t(lj: ;:1
rincipally apropos the propored n

hool for First-Year Nurses, which I had
touched upon and which the Boutheastern
Counell of Nursing Education has placed
before the hospitals of this city with a rec.
ommendation that it be adopted.

1 remember spying that such a school wan
alrendy a fact in Philudelphia through the

enerosity of the nurses from the various
o;pltnln ‘who gave their teaching mervices,
and to the accommodations provided by the
Drexel Institute, the University of Pennsyl-
vania and the Girls’ Normal School. There
were last year ten hospitals that sent thelr
first-yenr nurses to this experimental Cen
School in which there was an enroliment o
sixty-six puplls, I remember thinking ae
1 wrote that surprizing bit of Information
that it was n very big and progressive th
for nurses to do—mnke n school, teach it
and support it for the first year in order to
prove that it was needed, that it was popular
and that it would be practical.

T STANDS to reason that one school doing

the work of fifty-five schools—for there
are that many nurses’ training schoole now
in Philadelplila—for the first-year theoreti-
eal studies required of nprses, would not
only save time and money and equipment
and service for each hospital, but it would
insure a higher standard for at least half
the hospitals, which cannot compete with
the large institutions in teaching facilities
or in tepchers,

I am interested, too, in looking over some
of the plans for this school to see that the
requirements for the nurses entering it are
raised rather than lowered, four years of

high school or its equivalent belnf de-
manded. I nlso observe that e\'entuali :Pe
1e

school s dvslfnml to become a_part o
University of Pennsylvania, so that its grad-
untes may have a degree on takingea five
yenrs' course, which  would include some
college electives ns well as hospital train-
Ing. And I found also a suggestion that
for ordinury nursing as distinguished from
administrative nursing there should be a
shorter fourse than Is now permitted, the
iden  being that better-prepared students
would go into nursing and need less hospital
training, or rather be able to get more
training in less time, while those wishing to
educate themselves for executive positions in
hospitals and institutions, or as teachers,
could take the five-year course, which
would include certain college courses. Those
wishing to do only private nursing or
organization nursing could have a certificate
after.a full two years' course.

In this way the public that needs nurses
would be supplied, and the nurses who need
immediate work would be trained after a
short course, while those who wish to go
farther and eventually higher would have en-
opportunity, not now Provlded, to brouden
and deepen their knowledge,

AM always struck in looking over such

plans as these by the exactness of the
calculations. Nothing is left to guesswork
and all the fieures prove themselves—the
exnct number of hours involved. the precise
cost of ench division of labor, the prepara-
tion for the time off for stwdy, the expense
involved in equipment, materinls, rentals,
galarier, ete., the coet per hundred pupils
and the per term for each pupil. hen,
too, the provislons made for n governing
committee, how It shall be appointed, how
orgnnized and how it shall function. Of
course, the Farmns making this particular
plan were all women of great administrative
ability, who are used to thinking scien-
tificnlly about everything from epidemies to
cut fingers; but still remembering the guess-
work indulged In by the Boards of Directors
that must Jmm upon those plans I am both
amused and amaged by their detailed finigh.

The ordinary director may know how
much he pays for conl n year without look-
ing in his checkbook, but that is as far as
he goes in exact knowledge of details of the
cost of living and learning, He is impressed
by elear columns of figures and it cheers him
up if in running his eye down them he can
find something to pause on and doubt the
necurncy of. He nlso likes to be told firmly
that in the end the proposed venture wiil
save much money or time, but if he votes
for it, it Is on other grounds than those
which the figures prove so glibly before him,
He will be for the plan because it appeals
to him, apart from the proving figures,
which he rtukes with a mental reservation.
And that appeul is genernlly purely n per-
sonnl appeal that eannot be quite culeulated
in a scientific way or even stated accurately,

Which Is why most selentific discove-
eries have to he advertiked by persons who
do not actuelly understand " their detalls,
and only comprehend their effects in a large,
pleturesque, wholly unscientific way,

SO I SHALL not be surprised if this ad-
mirable and seientifically worked-ouf
plan of the leaders among the nursing body
of the city Is eventually put over on the
hospital boards by men who grasp the tdea

_and discard the line of reasoning iy the

detnils of the report, In the end the hos-

NOW MY IDEA IS THIS!

Daily Talks With Thinking Philadelphians on Subjects They
' Know Best

PERCY CARROLL FEGER
On Too Much Law

OW that the clamor of the primaries

has censed, it might be profitable to
mention some social problems which will
confront the new Administration and to point
out some nspects of government in relation
to the public which those elected to office
should try to change, is the opinion of Percy
Carroll Feger. one of Philadelphia’s best-

known attorneys.

““We are nll greatly impressed,’’ said Mr.
Feger, by the wisdom of those who
founded our system of democracy ; and thelr
work in makins the Constitution and uetlm
up the State-Federal plan 1s always pral
by speakers and writers: but it seems to me
that the praise is mostly lip service, and
that there are few public personnges who are
not doing thelr worst to upset the entire
scheme of the fathers,

Three Types of Mentality

*'There nre three types of mentality which
produce political nction entirely subversive
of American democracy : First, there is the
autocratic type, which pursues a Kniserlich
course of repression, and thelr harsh treat-
ment of the public is best typified by the
incident of the Park Commisslon and the
Twenty-eighth Divislion; the second class
includes all those so mentally confused that
while frequently animated by good inten-
tions, they week to have Government (par-
ticularly the Federal Government) super-
vise alf functions of soclety regardlesas of
constitutional limitations, of State rights, or
the rights of the \mnplo; in this group fall
the ndvocates of the Sheppard-Towner Ma-
ternity Act, the Federal Child Laubor Act,
authors of zoning and trofiic laws and some
of the members of our legislative bodies who
seek to remedy supposed ills by combina-
tions er block,

“‘In the last class fall those allen-minded

persons who care nothing for America, its
traditioh or itz system of government, It
includes mome lobor leaders. all the anar-
chiste, the criminals and the gelf-seeking
oliticians of every corrupt organization, It
s they who foster the Lyplen In Amerien
and encourng’u the formntion of hyphenated
socleties which seek special favers from
Government.

Most Dangerous Overlooked

*The newspapers and the publie writers of
the country ldave devoted so much time to
the third class of mentnlities, which is by
fur the least dangerous in America, tWat they
have overlooked the first two classes. An
{llustration of the attention which 1s paid
to the thied clars Ix the constunt campaigns
ngainst the IRepublican organization of
Pennsylvania and in Philadelphin, It is a
constant pr{. of *Wolf,” *Walf," until the
newspapers have nearly convinced the publie
that the only danger to popular government
is the political boss.

‘The real danger to democrncy arises from
the first two classes; and it |s my opinion
that the primary result is the effort of the
people to free themselves from' too much
government and ix expressive of a desire for
slmplicity and economy.

“We are told by historiang that most of
the people who came to America as colonists
did wo to escape the tyranny of kings, It
might be added that they came here also
to escape the very complex and hide-bound
soclnl organization of the Oll World, But
they were fortunate in being nble to come
to n new country and estublish a new soclal
wystem ; they had found it quite impossible
to change the system in Europe, Thelr de-
scendants are unfortunate in thelr fnability
to move to & new country where again they
can escape the present complexition of oup
own governments, They must do better than
their nncestors, for they must make their

resent system simpler and more responsive
o thelr will or lose all.

Much Autocracy Here

Dangerous Amendments

“*A further troublesome fact {8 that these
mentally confused persons in publle life
make alllances with persons of the third
class, whose avowed purpose is to upset all

overnment. The news dispatches on this

atest mmendment indicate that its friends
are now allled with the American Feder-
utlon of Labor and its leaders, who clearly
degire to subordinate the rights of all the

ople to the nuthority of a group. It took

ennsylvanin mnore than one hundred years
of industrial life to learn to take care of its
people, it iR true, but it is far better for
the so-called backward Btates to work out
their own'loedl ‘problems than for the other
Btates to discipline them before they have
Elletl'ﬂmﬂ conscious of thelr so-called wrong-

olng.

“‘Many other Invasions of Stntes' rights
have been based on an economic theory that
if the wenker States can burden the Federnl
Government with their local problems and
expenses, these wsame wenker States can
combine to place the burden of Federal tax-
atlon necessary to pay the expenses of such
centralization upon the larger and more
dgnsely‘rpopulned Stntes of the North and
East. This in a specles of taxation without
representation which will Jead to very serious
consequences,

/*'It I8 necessary to fight the devil with

Congressmen of the various States, with the
assistance of the Governors of the Stutes,
to organize into a compact body to protect
all the citlzens of their constituences and
the better to discipline thore members in
Congress who persist in serving groups.

Education the Remedy
